The intentional removal of a ruler’s name from a coin die almost always reflects 
a change in the political circumstances. In 278 BC, Hiketas called upon 
Pyrrhos to assist Syracuse against the Carthaginians. Hiketas’ position had not 
been strong, and at this point the Syracusans rose against him and expelled him 
from the city. While awaiting the arrival of Pyrrhos, the city officials Thoenon 
and Sositratos were still in need of coinage, and they continued to use this 
reverse die after erasing the name of Hiketas from the exergue. An interesting 
document in the turbulent history of Syracusan politics.

Toward the close of the sixth century BC and in the early decades of the fifth, 
the tribes of this remote region produced a silver coinage of truly exceptional 
character. Comprising denominations larger than those being struck by any 
other mint at the time, with the sole exception of Abdera in Thrace, these 
‘medallic’ pieces are probably to be associated with the payment of tribute to the 
Persians during their occupation of the Thracian coast. This theory is corrobo- 
rated by the presence of large numbers of these pieces in hoards found within 
the territories of the Achaemenid Empire where they are far more plentiful than 
in their region of origin. The ability of the tribes to pay tribute in coins of such 
large denominations (oktadrachms and even dodekadrachms) is evidence of the 
availability of a plentiful supply of silver ore, much of it probably emanating 
from the district around Mount Pangaeus. 


Little is known of the history and interrelationship of the tribal groups of the 
Thraco-Macedonian region. The Bisalti seem to have occupied territory in east- 
ern Chalkidice along the west bank of the lower Strymon. Their octadrachms 
depict a young male figure walking in the background beside his horse. 
Although he is sometimes identified as Ares, god of war, Kraay (ACGC pg. 
140) points out that “his pursuit seems to be hunting rather than war”. A sim- 
ilar type was later employed for the regal coinage of Alexander I of Macedon 
(circa 498-454 BC) who simply added his name symmetrically spaced around 
the incuse square on the reverse.

The First European Trade Coin 


The island of Aegina, situated off the coast of Athens, has a rocky ter- 
rain, and the lack of good agricultural land compelled the early 
Aeginetans to seek their living from the sea. They became exceptional 
maritime merchants, and it is appropriate that the record for the most 
profitable voyage was held by an Aeginetan (Herodotus. IV. 152). In the 
early sixth century BC, Aegina was the central staging depot for Black 
Sea grain on its way to the Peloponnesos, and by the mid-sixth century, 
Aegina had obtained important grain concessions at Naucratis in 
Egypt. During the course of their travels, Aeginetan merchants were 
exposed to the coinage of Asia Minor, and its introduction to Aegina 
was a natural consequence. 


The first European coins were produced on the island of Aegina some- 
time in the middle of the sixth century and depict the turtle (reflecting 
the marine interests of the Aeginetans) on the obverse while the reverse 
bears the imprint of the punch used to force the metal into the obverse 
die. Silver from the island of Siphnos was most likely the source for 
Aegina’s early coinage, and the fact that these earliest coins have been 
found in hoards buried as long as two centuries later is evidence to the 
mint’s prolific output. The Aeginetan chelones (turtles) had a 
Mediterranean-wide circulation in the mid-sixth century making them 
Europe’s first and most important trade coins until they were finally 
displaced by the “Owls” from neighboring Athens during the 5th cen- 
tury. 


The reverse punch originally consisted of an eight-pronged design 
which produced eight triangles on the reverse. With use the prongs 
eventually broke and clogged, producing filled and absent incuses. This 
lead to the adoption first of a “mill-sail” pattern around the last quarter 
of the sixth century, followed by the development of a “skew” pattern 
around 480 BC. The obverse design was also modified by the addition 
of a row of dots added at the collar from the earlier collared turtle 
design with a single row of dots down its carapace, hence the name “T- 
back.” 


The production of turtles decreased over the next twenty years as silver 
from the island of Siphnos was no longer available and Mediterranean 
trade was now dominated by Athens, the new mistress of the Aegean. 
The two neighbors were constant rivals and the Athenians even referred 
to Aegina as “the eyesore of the Piraeus.” In 457 BC, Athens conquered 
Aegina and stripped her of her maritime powers. 


The loss of Aegina’s sea power probably occasioned the replacement of 
the maritime turtle with the terrestrial tortoise as the emblem of the city, 
and it was also at this time that she formed the reverse “skew” pattern 
in a more rectangular incuse punch. Subsequently in 431 BC, the 
Aeginetans were expelled from their homeland by the Athenians, only 
returning after the conclusion of the Peloponnesian War in 404.

Countermarks on the Coins of Aegina 
“Being of full weight and good metal” 


Over the years, numismatic scholars have proposed various explana- 
tions for the counterstamps found on the silver staters of Aegina, Elis, 
the tetradrachms of Athens and the silver sigloi from Persia. 


S. R. Milbank in The Coinage of Aegina (ANSNNM 24, pages 18-22) neat- 
ly summed up the four possible theories advanced for the use of coun- 
terstamps on these coins: 1), As marks belonging to prominent bankers 
or merchants, 2). The coats-of-arms of cities other than the issuing one, 
3). As seals of temples where the pieces were received as offerings, and 
4). Distinctly Aeginetan forms as a type of mint-mark. 


The last theory is easy to discount as mint-marks would have been 
engraved into the die. The third is discountable by the randomness of 
the counterstamps found in hoards over the years with no large con- 
centration of a particular type evident in any of the hoards. Numismatic 
scholars Hill, Babelon and Newell have accepted the first theory as the 
most plausible. The marks certified that the piece was of full weight and 
of good metal. Hill goes further in suggesting that the design chosen by 
the banker or merchant would have been influenced by his location. 


A blend of theories 1 and 2 is probably closest to the truth. The coun- 
terstamps were probably not “official” government marks but likely 
marks applied by locally recognized and prominent merchants or 
bankers. Their marks gave backing to the pieces as being of full weight 
and good metal and therefore able to circulate and trade as local cur- 
rency. The designs for these marks, more-often-than-not, give us an 
indication as to where they were applied as many do represent known 
city-badges or emblems. 


Seltman, in The Temple Coins of Olympia (Attic Reprint, pages 5-6) sug- 
gests that one could associate the following emblems with the following 
cities: Sea-turtle (Aegina), Horse’s head left (Kleitor), Lion’s head right 
(Kleonai), Grapes (Korone), Athenian helmet (Kranion), F (Elis), E 
(Epidauros), Bear left or Acorn (Mantineia), Eagle left (Olympia), 
Gorgoneion, Corinthian helmet or Owl standing left with head facing 
(Tegea). He left many of the other interesting counterstamps open to 
speculation. 


Many of the coins of Aegina that are counterstamped circulated for a 
long period of time, and it is not unusual to encounter multiple coun- 
terstamps on many of the pieces. The following group represents a 
unique opportunity to acquire a large variety of counterstamps on the 
coins of Aegina. Several of the countermarks offered in this selection 
were not known to Milbank or Seltman.

The mint of Pergamon was established by Lysimachos. After Lysimachos’ defeat 
at the Battle of Corupedion in 281 BC, this mint issued a small, but important 
series of tetradrachms under Seleukos I featuring a bridled horse on the obverse 
and an elephant on the reverse.

No ancient text tells us that Damascus was part of the territory that Mark 
Antony gave to Cleopatra, though her portrait on this city’s coinage makes this 
almost certainly true. This large portrait coin was struck only in the year 37/36 
BC, as it is dated to the 276th year of the Seleukid Era. One other portrait coin 
was struck for Cleopatra at Damascus, a piece roughly half the size which also 
was struck only in a single year. This unusual issue also has the distinction of 
being the first coinage struck at Damascus during this era of history. In the 
seven decades which followed, Damascus struck coins only on six other occa- 
sions. Late in the reign of Tiberius the city fell into the hands of the Nabataeans, 
who struck their own coins there until a new Roman coinage was inaugurated 
at Damascus late in the reign of Nero.

The ‘lion staters’ of Babylon were an important local component of Alexander 
the Great's eastern coinage. Based on a Cilician prototype, they were intro- 
duced by Alexander and survived for nearly half a century, well into the 280's 
under Seleukos I. It is clear that these ‘lion staters’ were struck at several mints, 
the candidates being Babylon, Susa, Ekbatana and Seleukeia on the Tigris. 
Early issues belong to the Babylonian satrapies of Mazaeus (331-328) and his 
successor, Mazakes. The later issues with a pentagram or anchor above the lion 
were struck under Seleukos, who was satrap of Babylon from 321-317/6 and 
from 312 onward. Most scholars favor the second satrapy for Seleukos’ lion 
staters. The denomination is usually described as a stater or tetradrachm, but 
most likely is a two-shekel of the Babylonian standard of ca. 8.4 grams. 
Historically, the earliest pieces are linked with the 5-shekel and 2-shekel ‘Poros’ 
coinages of Alexander.

In the most common version of Skylla’s myth, she was the daughter of Phorkys 
and Hekate and when Poseidon made advances toward her, Amphitrite became 
jealous and threw magic herbs into Skylla’s bathing place. The herbs trans- 
formed Skylla into a terrifying monster; her body encircled with a ring of dogs’ 
heads. Skylla’s home became a cave in the straits of Messana between Sicily and 
Italy. Her companion was Charybdis, the daughter of Poseidon and Gaia, a 
voracious ally whom Zeus had cast into the sea with his thunderbolt. Three 
times a day Charybdis “drew in mountains of water and spewed them out 
again” while Skylla hurled rocks at the passing ships. Hence Skylla and 
Charybdis have become representative of the natural terrors faced by ancient 
mariners as they sailed through the straits of Messana.

The Romans revived the coinage of King Philip Philadelphos in the 50s BC 
under the proconsul Aulus Gabinius. Issues were minted with the monograms 
of Gabinius, Crassus and Cassius, and then circa 49/48 BC the proconsul’s 
monogram was replaced by one standing for either Antioch or ‘Autonomous’. 
Aulus Gabinius gained fame as one of Pompey the Great's generals, and in his 
position as governor of Syria he played an important role in the inter-family 
battles of the Jewish priest-kings, the Hasmoneans. See David Hendin’s Guide 
to Biblical Coins (3rd Edition) pp. 266-268 for more on this fascinating 
Roman general.

This remarkable issue of triple-denarii from Asia, the first for about a decade, 
commemorates the marriage of the elder Triumvir with his principal colleague's 
sister.

Although Octavia is not named on either variety of this coinage, there can be 
no doubt over the identification of the portrait given the firm chronology of the 
issue. Here her effigy appears atop the cista mystica, the special basket which 
served as a container for the sacred snakes used in the ceremonies for initiates 
into the cult of Dionysus.

Janus was the god of doorways and of the past and future. He was also invoked 
to grant the successful beginning of an enterprise. According to tradition, King 
Numa built the first temple of Janus. The term ‘ianus’ was also used for a sym- 
bolic gateway, probably used in ceremonies to ensure that a military campaign 
got off to a good start. The structure on this coin, located in the Forum, was 
such a gateway. It was connected to side walls but had no roof. The gates were 
always open whenever the Romans were at war. On this coin the gates are shut, 
showing that the entire Roman world was at peace. According to Livy, this was 
such a rare occurrence that it had only happened three times between the reigns 
of Numa and Augustus!

An Elusive Portrait 
Denarius of Clodius Macer

Clodius Macer was the propraetor in Africa and initially was little more than 
a pirate, sweeping the north African coast. Macer had hoped to increase his 
power by cutting into the grain supplies of Rome. By April of 68, Macer had 
decided not to support Galba, and in June when Nero died, Macer began strik- 
ing coins in his own name. All of Macer’s coins are of rather crude style, an 
indication of the lack of skilled die engravers and the haste at which they were 
produced. By October, Galba had solidified his power in Rome and ordered 
Macer’s execution. All of Macer’s coins are extremely rare, with fewer than 85 
coins of all types known, of which fewer than 20 are portrait types.

The only child of Titus, Julia was born about 65 AD and was granted the title 
of Augusta during her father’s short reign (79-81 AD). After Titus’ death, 
Julia's husband, her cousin Flavius Sabinus, served as Domitian’s colleague in 
the consulship for 82 AD, but two years later he was executed on the emperor's 
orders. Thereafter, the widowed Julia, still only nineteen, began living with her 
uncle Domitian as his mistress. On her early death in 91 she was deified and 
Domitian issued sestertii commemorating “Diva Julia Augusta.”

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Under Trajan and Hadrian several series of bronze quadrantes were struck in 
the name of the imperial mines in Noricum, Dalmatia, Pannonia and Moesia 
(Dardania). These operations supplied metal for the mint at Rome, and perhaps 
were the sites of workshops to produce coinage for local circulation or as dona- 
tives. Others theorize that these pieces were struck at Rome itself, and served 
some unidentified function, much as the contemporary ‘nome’ coinage struck 
at Alexandria in Egypt.

Matidia was twice married and was the mother of two daughters, 
Matidia and Sabina, the latter being the wife of the future emperor Hadrian. 
Trajan had a great affection for his niece and she often accompanied him on his 
travels. Following the death of her mother in 112 AD, Matidia took her place 
as Augusta and it was on this occasion that a series of coins was struck in the 
names of all three Trajanic empresses — Plotina, Marciana and Matidia. 
Hadrian, like his predecessor, appears to have held Matidia in the very highest 
regard. On her death in 119 AD Hadrian personally pronounced the funeral 
oration, erected a temple in Rome to his mother-in-law's memory, and issued a 
coinage in precious metal in honor of the new imperial deity.

This is the only denarius issued in commemoration of Caracalla’s deification, 
and is extremely rare. In RIC, Mattingly catalogued the issue under Severus 
Alexander's reign, noting that “the definite allusion to Alexander [the Great] 
in the title MAGNO given to Caracalla rather points to the time of Severus 
Alexander” (RIC IV pg. 128). However, by 1950 when he had completed the 
catalogue of the British Museum Collection, Mattingly instead assigned the 
issue to the reign of Elagabalus. He concluded that although Macrinus may 
have ordered the issue in an attempt to please the troops with whom Caracalla 
was popular, the unpopularity of the deceased emperor in the capital and the 
fact that the style is Roman instead of eastern (as one would expect consider- 
ing Macrinus’ long sojourn in the East) makes this hypothesis untenable, and 
thus placed the issue during the early part of the reign of Elagabalus (see 
BMCRE V pg. cexiv ff).

The emperor Gallienus was a renowned patron of the arts, and despite the 
crudeness of most coins hammered out during this chaotic era, his portraits are 
quite different than those of the typical military-emperor of the third century. 
In Gallienus’ image we do not find a crew-cut general, but an intellectual. Both 
he and his wife were patrons of the philosopher Plotinus, and were deeply 
involved in artistic, literary, and intellectual movements of the day. Much like 
Nero two centuries before, Gallienus’ penchant for art is reflected in his 
coinage. The mint of Alexandria produced its finest work of the third century 
under Gallienus, and it is on the occasional sestertius from Rome that this 
emperor's artistic bent is revealed. This specimen is a perfect reflection of 
Gallienus’ penchant for the neo-classical trend in sculpture — an artistic rev- 
olution which was ignored by his predecessors and abandoned by his immedi- 
ate successors. Only the portraits of Tacitus, and perhaps Carinus can remote- 
ly compare in this respect. Although third century coin portraits are routinely 
of concise and competent execution, very few qualify as good art in the manner 
of this sestertius.

David Yonge presents a convincing argument based on flan manufacture, por- 
trait style and a comparative study of mid-third century Roman monetary 
denominations for assigning an approximate date for this issue to end of the 
reign of Gallienus, perhaps in anticipation of his entry into Rome after his vic- 
tories over the Herulians and Goths at Naissus.

The Eastern legions were in disorder after the capture of Valerian by the 
Persians in 260 AD. To contend with the victorious Persians and to prevent 
them from over-running the Eastern provinces, the sons of one of Valerian’s 
generals, Macrianus and Quietus, were elevated to the throne. This political 
maneuver was a success as the Roman legions rallied and defeated the Persian 
army at Corcyra, forcing the Persian king to retreat to the Euphrates. Thus 
after having secured the situation in the East, in 261 Macrianus and his father 
crossed the Bosporus into Europe, challenging the rule of the legitimate emper- 
or Gallienus. During the ensuing battle, they were utterly defeated and slain 
by Gallienus’ general Aureolus, and shortly thereafter, Quietus was captured 
and killed at Emesa by the Palmyrene king Odenathus.

Maxentius, son of Diocletian's co-emperor Maximian, was never anything 
more than a usurper who cleverly exploited the confused situation following the 
breakdown in the tetrarchy system occasioned by the death of Constantius I in 
306 AD. His popularity with the people of Rome, and in particular the praeto- 
rian guard, was based on the bitterness which they felt over the capital’s dimin- 
ished status since the establishment of the tetrarchy system of government. As 
Maxentius was posing as the champion of the old privileges and traditions of 
the capital, it is scarcely surprising that specific references to the city of Rome 
are of frequent occurrence on his coinage, such as seen here with the depiction 
of the Dioscuri, between which is the she-wolf suckling the legendary founders 
of Rome, Romulus and Remus, after they had been left to die by their uncle 
Amulius. But the old order was gradually dying, for just as the city on the 
Tiber was losing its political and strategic importance, so the gods of Greece 
and Rome were about to be eclipsed by a new state religion called Christianity.

No longer enjoying the considerable prestige it had merited as Diocletian’s 
principal residence during the First Tetrarchy, Nicomedia was rejected by 
Constantine as his imperial residence. He opted instead for the better location 
of Constantinople. Dedicated in 330, it was destined to become the New Rome 
for the remaining thousand year existence of the Eastern Roman Empire. This 
impressive medallion was part of a donative issue struck to commemorate some 
special entry into the city of Nicomedia.

The bull on the reverse is indicative of Julian's overall campaign of restoring 
polytheism as the preferred religion of the Roman Empire. He tried to develop 
an administrative apparatus for these cults comparable to the organization that 
the Christian Church had achieved, but was largely unsuccessful. He deprived 
the Church of financial privileges, and substantially subsidized other cults. 
Although for the most part a very conscientious emperor, in the eyes of poster- 
ity, one of the most negative aspects of his reign (which was even criticized by 
one of his most ardent admirers, Ammianus Marcellinus) was that he exclud- 
ed Christians from any teaching posts. Julian died while on campaign against 
the Persians and his religious policies did not outlast his short reign.

Procopius, a relative of Julian II as well as one of his senior military comman- 
ders, set himself up as rival Augustus to Valens at Constantinople in 365 AD. 
Although he enjoyed widespread support, Procopius’ German generals desert- 
ed his cause during the battle against Valen’s forces at Nacolea in Phrygia. 
Procopius attempted to flee but was captured and executed. The small object at 
the feet of the emperor on the reverse has never been satisfactorily explained. It 
is most often represented with a round top set upon a columnar base, and 
resembles the Palladium found on earlier Roman coins. The Palladium was the 
statue of Athena taken by Aeneas from the collapse of Troy and brought to Italy, 
and the Romans regarded it as one of the most important symbols of divine 
favor protecting the city and its empire. Also seen on the reverse of this coin is 
the Chi-rho, the symbol of the new religion taking hold across the empire, and 
the radiate sun on the standard, symbol of the cult of Sol that spread from the 
East beginning in the second century AD. In these Procopius has neatly cap- 
tured all the facets comprising Roman public religion.

In 383 AD, Magnus Maximus, the commander of the legions in Britain, was 
hailed Augustus by his soldiers who were dissatisfied with Gratian’s leader- 
ship. Maximus crossed the Channel and marched to Lutetia to encounter the 
emperor, but before the battle, Gratian’s troops deserted and he was subse- 
quently slain by Andragathius, Maximus’ magister equitum (cavalry com- 
mander). Neither Theodosius I in the East, who was preoccupied with events 
on the eastern frontier, nor Valentenian II in Italy, who was simply too weak 
militarily, could exact vengeance for Gratian’s murder. While offering concil- 
iatory gestures to his imperial colleagues, Maximus, over the next four years, 
extended his territorial possessions to the German frontier and Spain. In 387, 
Maximus promoted his infant son Flavius Victor to be his fellow Augustus. In 
the summer of that year, having left Victor behind in Gaul, Maximus advanced 
unopposed into the territory of Valentinian II. Valentinian fled to Theodosius, 
and in the following year Theodosius counterattacked. Maximus, who had 
depended upon the desertion of Theodosius’ legions (which did not occur in the 
great numbers expected), was defeated in two major campaigns, the first near 
Siscia and then decisively at Poetovio. No mercy was shown the usurper or his 
son, both being executed immediately upon capture.

Jovinus was a Gallo-Roman noble who, with the support of Burgundians, 
Alemanni and Franks, usurped power in Gaul during the autumn of 411. 
Virtually nothing is known of Jovinus’ short reign, although it is apparent that 
he enjoyed substantial support as he controlled the three mints of Lugdunum, 
Treveri and Arelate. In 412, he proclaimed his brother Sebastian co-emperor, 
but before the end of the following year, they were both dead as a result of the 
treachery of the goth Athulfus.

His godson Theophilus would avenge his 
murder after his accession in 829, even though the conspirators had been asso- 
ciates of his father Michael II.

The reign of Constantine IX marked the beginning of a dramatic decline in the 
power and international prestige of the Byzantine Empire. Although he 
presided over a brilliant court and intellectual activity flourished in the capital, 
the imperial treasury was being dissipated at an alarming rate and little atten- 
tion was paid to the condition of the imperial army. Under his rule the purity 
of the gold coinage had been maintained at a level of about 18-20 carats and 
there were four principal varieties of the histamenon. This specimen belongs to 
the final (and rarest) issue which is characterized by the large stars in reverse 
field. These are generally interpreted as a reference to the supernova which 
appeared in the constellation Taurus on 4 July 1054, an immense explosion 
which signaled the birth of the Crab Nebula. Such an awesome event, coincid- 
ing as it did with the schism between the Churches of Rome and 
Constantinople, could certainly have been deemed worthy of commemoration 
on the coinage.

This military type is ill-suited for the unwarlike Constantine, but the legend 
“O Lady, protect the pious Monomachos” certainly reflects the atmosphere of 
crisis during his reign, during which Constantine had to face several rebellions. 
The miliaresion is found in two sizes. This is the larger of the two. A hoard 
found at Oxarve in Sweden consisted of 100 pieces, evenly divided between the 
two types. Since contemporary hoards of gold show similar divisions between 
the histamenon and tetarteron (meaning that payments were acceptable in both 
types as long as the percentages were equal), there must also have been a rec- 
ognized difference between the two silver types.

Theodore, the Byzantine governor of Lydia, twice grasped for imperial power. 
The first instance was during the chaotic reign of Isaac II, who had to contend 
with restive Bulgarians, invading Crusaders and rebels such as Theodore and 
Isaac Comnenus on Cyprus. Theodore eventually acknowledged Isaac II as 
emperor, but when Constantinople fell to the Fourth Crusade in 1204, he again 
declared himself emperor.

At times thought to be a Bulgarian 
type, enough of Theodore’s coins have now been found in Asia Minor to con- 
firm him as the issuer.

He earned the enmity of Maximianus by 
his miraculous cures, and was martyred during the height of the Christian per- 


sections in 305 AD. It was claimed that he was supernaturally aided to endure 


his tortures: when forced into a vat of boiling lead, the fires died and the lead 
cooled, wild beasts knelt at his feet in the arena, and when he was finally 
beheaded, milk, not blood, gushed from his neck, and the olive-tree under which 
he was murdered became covered with fruit.

COINAGE OF THE GRANDMASTERS OF 
THE ORDER OF ST. JOHN ON RHODES 


This order was founded in Jerusalem during the first Crusade. Its original 
function was to operate a hospice for pilgrims travelling to the Holy Land. 
Over time it became increasingly militant and took an active part in the cru- 
sades against the Moslems. When the Christians lost Jerusalem in 1187, it 
moved to Acre in Palestine. The order took the island of Rhodes in 1310, which 
it held until 1523. During this period it was a military and economic power in 
the region. 


The following group of coins is unusually well struck, most having clear 
designs and readable legends. Every 14th Century Grandmaster (except the 
first) is included here. They represent an opportunity to acquire aesthetically 
pleasing examples of this important Crusader series.

This unusual type is described in detail by E. Beckenbauer in Gitta Kastner 
Auktion 3 (22-23 May 1973). The most likely explanation for the type is that 
this is an emergency issue from Smyrna, a Hospitaller stronghold, while it was 
under siege by Tamerlane’s army in 1402-1403. The image of the Grandmaster 
grasping the cross, the reverse legend (“Sacred Heart, help me”) and the rela- 
tively crude style and fabric indicate that all was not well for the Order.

John XXII was the second of the Popes who resided at and ruled from Avignon 
in France. The Avignon Papacy was the result of a struggle for temporal 
authority with Philip IV of France (1285-1314) which Rome lost. When Philip 
asserted his political and financial independence from Rome, Pope Boniface 
VIII (1294-1303) responded by insisting that the secular authorities owed him 
temporal, as well as spiritual, obedience. 
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In 1296 Boniface issued a Bull forbidding the lay powers to tax the clergy. 
Philip, always short of money to finance his wars, then forbade the export of 
gold and silver, thus depriving Boniface of income from his French clergy. In 
1297 Boniface gave up and issued other Bulls that were a victory for Philip. The 
moral and temporal authority of the Pope was now considerably weakened. 
Boniface died in 1303 and was succeeded by Benedict XI, whose short pontifi- 
cate was spent trying to restore good relations with the Church. In 1305, the 
Archbishop of Bordeaux was elected Pope Clement V. He moved the seat of the 
Papacy to Avignon in 1309, never having set foot in Rome.

Short Cross Pennies Of The Plantagenet Kings 


The ‘short cross’ design (so-called because the cross on the reverse does 
not extend to the edge of the coin) was introduced by Henry II in 1180. 
Designed by Philip Aimer of Tours, whose name appears as moneyer on 
some coins of the London mint, it was to continue unchanged through- 
out the reigns of four successive kings. The coinage is divided into eight 
classes based on differences in the details of the portrait and letters of 
the legends. Attribution to an individual king is made by class. 


All short cross pennies bear the name of Henry. The question of attri- 
bution was controversial for much of the 19th Century and was finally 
settled in 1863 by W.H.D. Longstaffe. He demonstrated that Henry IL, 
Richard I, John, and Henry III all used the name of Henry. This may 
seem quite unusual from our perspective, especially given the example 
of Roman coins struck by emperors whose reign lasted only a few days 
or weeks. In his Master’s thesis J.D. Brand wrote that “there is no direct 
evidence for such a practice [immediate name change upon accession] 
in Anglo-Saxon or Norman England, with the sole exception of Harold 
Il’. He also states that the Angevin kings did not view coinage as a nor- 
mal means of propaganda. 


Given the many examples of frozen coinage design in continental 
Europe, it is perhaps not surprising that Richard, who spent most of his 
time in Aquitaine or crusading, did not change the name upon gaining 
the English throne. John followed suit, although his reasons may have 
had more to do with the unsettled political and economic situation dur- 
ing his reign. However, both did strike coinage in their own names in 
the territories granted to them before accession.

This coin is a witness to contemporary events. The mint name on the reverse of 
this coin has been re-engraved from WIN to WIL. In their article, “The emer- 
gency mint of Wilton in 1180” (BN] XXXV, pp. 116-19), J.D. Brand and F.E. 
Jones proposed a most interesting explanation. Rodbert was a moneyer at 
Winchester. During the night of St. Swithin’s Eve (July 1st-2nd) 1180, the 
mint at Winchester caught fire and burned, taking much of the town with it. 
As there was an urgent need for the new short cross coinage, Wilton, an inac- 
tive mint less than 30 miles away, was pressed into service. Rodbert would have 
taken his dies with him and used them there while the Winchester mint was 
being rebuilt. When Winchester reopened (a period Brand and Jones estimated 
to be a few weeks to a few months), the moneyers returned and Wilton was 
closed.

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A Selection of Fine Ancient Rings & Intaglios 


Like coins, antique gems survived the fall of the ancient world and have 
become objects of passionate collecting. Many celebrated collections 
were started during the Renaissance by collectors that included the likes 
of Lorenzo de Medici, Fulvio Orsini, Isabelle D’Este and Francis I. Later 
writers and art aficionados like Goethe, Lessing and Winckelmann 
wrote in admiration of the ancient gem carvers whose abilities enabled 
them to give life to simple stones. Many of the world’s major museums 
have outstanding collections on view. The collections at the Hermitage 
and the Getty house two of the world’s greatest collections. 


The art of glyptics (carving on colored semiprecious stones) is one of the 
oldest art forms known to man. Intaglios with an incised design were 
made as early as the 4th millennia BC in Mesopotamia. The gems of 
ancient Greece and Rome are worthy of a special interest as it is on these 
gems that the true language of glyptics is to be found. The Greeks and 
later the Romans mastered the art form leaving us with original and 
expressive works of art. 


The tools required for carving these gems were simple: a belt-driven 
wheel, a: set of drills and abrasives. Legend has it that the carving 
machine was invented by Roykos and Theodoros, craftsmen from Ionia, 
which enabled master cutters to work with harder stones — carnelian, 
agate and jasper. Aside from their miniature size, the engraver designed 
his pieces with a mirror-image in mind. The hardness of the minerals 
made them everlasting. These ancient engravers used a wide range of 
themes, which reflected literally every aspect of the spiritual and mate- 
rial culture of the ancient world. 


Seals were used as signatures or marks of property ownership. There 
was a law attributed to Solon which forbade seal-makers from keeping 
copies of seals they had made. Alexander’s excursions, in the 4th cen- 
tury BC, into the east, introduced many new colored stones to the gem 
cutters such as lilac amethyst, violet almandines, cherry-red garnets, 
flaming jacinths and lime-green Ceylonese beryls. 


The art of gem cutting moved westward to Rome as the nobles of Rome, 
who made fashion, appreciated the delicate beauty of Greek gems. 
Amongst the earliest collectors of gems were the Romans themselves. 
Manilius, a Roman poet, wrote “unless you are strewn with gems, don’t 
even hope to pass for a wealthy man”. 


The use of gems by the fourth century AD had gone from that of signa- 
ture stone to one of Gnostic symbol used by the pagan and Christian 
religions to further their causes. 


We are please to offer the following collection of gems, rings and ear- 
rings, assembled over the last few years. One of the highlights of this 
offering is the first lot, a beautiful archaic Greek gem.
